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A Letter from William Fentiy Proprietary and Governour 

of PENNSYLVANIA, &c. 



My Kind Friends; 

THE Kindnefs of yours by the Ship Thomas and Anne^ doth much oblige me ; for by it 
I perceive the Intereft you take in my Health and Reputatio7ty and the profperous Begin- 
nings of this Proinnce, which you are fo kind as to think may much depend upon them. 
In return of which, I have fent you a long Letter, and yet containing as brief an Account 
of My /elf, and the Affairs of this Province y as I have been able to make. 

In the firft place, I take notice of the News you fent me, whereby I find fome Perfons have 
had fo little Wit, and fo much Malice, as to report my Death, and to mend the matter, dead a 
Jefuit too. One might have reafonably hop'd, that this Dijiance, like Death, would have 
been a proteftion againft Spite and Envy ;. and indeed, Abfence being a kind of Death, ought 
alike to fecure the Name of the Abfent as the Dead ; becaufe they are equally unable as fuch 
to defend themfelves : But they that intend Mi/chief, do not ufe to follow good Rules to effedt 
it. However, to the great Sorrow and Shame of the Inventors, I am flill Alive, and No Jefuit y 
and I thank God, very well : And without Injuftice to the Authors of this, I may venture to 
infer, That they that wilfully and falfly Report, would have been glad it had been So, But I 
perceive, many frivolous and Idle Stories have been Invented fince my Departure from England^ 
which perhaps at this time are no more Alive, than I am Dead, 

But if I have been Unkindly ufed by fome I left behind me, I found Love and RefpeSl enough 
where I came ; an univerfal kind Welcome, every fort in their way. For here are fome of fe- 
veral Nations, as well as divers Judgments : Nor were the Natives wanting in this, for their 
Kings, Queens and Great Men both vifited and prefented me ; to whom I made fuitable 
Returns, &c. 

For the PROVINCE, the general Condition of it take as foUoweth. 

I. The Country it felf in its Soyl, Air, Water, Seafons and Produce both Natural and Artifi- 
cial is not to be defpifed. The Land containeth divers forts of Earth, as Sand Yellow and 
Black, Poor and Rich : alfo Gravel both Loomy and Dufty ; and in fome places a fajl fat 
Earth, like to our beft Vales in England, efpecially by Inland Brooks and Rivers, God in his 
Wifdom having ordered it fo, that the Advantages of the Country are divided, the Back-Lands 
being generally three to one Richer than thofe tiiat lie by Navigable Waters: We have much of 
another Soyl, and that is a black Hafel Mould, upon a Stony or Rocky bottom. 

II. The Air is fweet and clear, the Heavens ferene, like the South-parts of France, rarely 
Overcafl ; and as the Woods come by numbers of People to be more cleared, that it felf will 
Refine. 

III. The Waters are generally good, for the Rivers and Brooks have moftly Gravel and 
Stony Bottoms, and in Number hardly credible. We have alfo Mineral Waters, that operate 
in the fame manner with Bamet and North-hall, not two Miles from Philadelphia. 

IV. For the Seafons of the Year, having by God's goodnefs now lived over the Coldefl and 
Hotte/l, that the Oldefi Liver in the Province can remember, I can fay fomething to an Englifh 
Underftanding. 

\fl, Of the Fall, for then I came in : I found it from the 24th of OSlober, to the beginning 
of December y as we have it ufually in England in September, or rather like ^xi Englifh mild Spring. 
From December to ih^ beginning of the Moneth called March, we had fliarp Frofiy Weather ; 
not foul, thick, black Weather, as our North-Eafi Winds bring with them in England \ but 
a Skie as clear as in Summer, and the Air dry, cold, piercing and hungry ; yet I remember 
not, that I wore more Clothes than in England. The reafon of this Cold is given from the 
g^eat Lakes that are fed by the Fountains of Canada. The Winter before was as mild, fcarce 
any Ice at all ; while this for a fevo dayes Froze up our great River Delaware. From that 
Moneth to the Mdneth called June, we enjoy'd a fweet Spring, no Gufls, but gentle Showers, 
and a fine Skie. Yet this I obferve, that the Winds here as there, are more Inconftant Spring 
and Fall, upon that turn of Nature, than in Summer or Winter. From thence to this prefent 
Moneth, which endeth the Summer (commonly fpeaking) we have had extraordinary Heats, 
yet mitigated fometimes by Cool Breezese^ The Wind tJiat ruleth the Summer-feafon, is the 
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South" Weft ; but Spring, Fall and Winter, 'tis rare to want the wholefome North Wefter feven 
dayes together : And what-ever Mifts, Fogs or Vapours foul the Heavens by Eafterly or Southerly 
Winds, in two Hours time are blown away ; the one is alwayes followed by the ottier : A Re- 
medy that feems to have a peculiar Providence in it to the Inhabitants ; the multitude of Trees, 
yet ftanding, being liable to retain Mi^ and Vapours, and yet not one quarter fo thick as I 
expefted. 

V. The Natural Produce of the Country, of Vegetables, is Trees, Fruits, Plants, Flowers, 
The Trees of moft note are, the black Walnut, Cedar, Cyprus, Cheftnut, Poplar, Gumwood, Hie- 
kery, Sajfafrax, AJh, Beech and Oak of divers forts, as Red, White and Black; Spanifli Cheftnut 
and Swamp, the moft durable of all : oi All which there is plenty for the ufe of man. 

The Fruits that I find in the Woods, are the White and Black Mulbery, CJuftnut, Wallnut, 
Plumbs, Strawberries, Cranberries, Hurtleberries and Grapes of divers forts. The great Red Grape 
(now ripe) called by Ignorance, the Fox-Grape (becaufe of the Relifli it hath with unskilful 
Palates) is in it felf an extraordinary Grape, and by Art doubtlefs may be Cultivated to an 
excellent Wine^ if not fo fweet, yet little inferior to the Frontimack, as it is not much unlike 
in tafte, Ruddinefs fet afide, which in fuch things, as well as Mankind, differs the cafe much. 
There is a white kind of Muskedel, and a little black Grape, like the clufter-Grape of England, 
not yet fo ripe as the other ; but they tell me, when Ripe, fweeter, and that they only want 
skilful Vinerons to make good ufe of them : I intend to venture on it with my French man this 
feafon, who fhews fome knowledge in thole things. Here are alfo Peaches, and very good, and in 
great quantities, not an Indian Plantation without them ; but whether naturally here at firft, I 
know not, however one may have them by Bufliels for little ; they make a pleafant Drink and 
I think not inferior to any Peach you have in England, except the true Newington. *Tis difpu- 
table with me, whether it be beft to fall to Fining the Fruits of the Country, efpecially the Grape, 
by the care and skill of Art, or fend for forreign Stems and Sets, already good and approved. 
It feems moft reafonable to believe, that not only a thing groweth beft, where it naturally 
grows ; but will hardly be equalled by another Species of the fame kind, that doth not naturally 
grow there. But to folve the doubt, I intend, if God give me Life, to try both, and hope 
the confequence will be as good Wine as any European Countries of the fame Latitude do yield. 

VI. The Artificial Produce of the Country, is"" Wheat, Barley, Oats, Rye, Peafe, Beans, Squaflies, 

Pumkins, Water-Melons, Muf-Melons, and all Herbs and Roots

• tivation, for ^7«^ Grain oi Englijh Woods, here are divers forts, fome for Food and Profit, and 

Barley, feventy Stalks and Ears of fome for Profit only ! For Food as well as Profit, the Elk, as 
Barley ; And 'tis common in this big as a fmall Ox, Deer bigger than ours, Beaver, Racoon, Rab- 
Country from one Bujkel fown, to j^n^ Squirrels, and fome eat young Bear, and commend it.

fows an .^^r^ here. Pound weight) which is very great; Phefants, Heath-Birds, 

Pidgeons and Partridges in abundance. Of the Water, the 
Swan, Goofe, white and gray, Brands, Ducks, Teal, alfo the Snipe and Curloe, and that 
in great Numbers; but the Dtcck and Teal excel, nor fo good have I ever eat in other 
Countries. Of Fijh, there is the Sturgeon, Herring, Rock, Shad, Catjhead, Slieepjhead, Ele, 
Smelt, Pearch, Roach ; and in Inland Rivers, Trout, fome fay Salmon, above the Falls. Of Shel- 
fjh, we have Oyjlers, Crabbs, Cockles, Concks, and Mujhels ; fome Oyjlers fix Inches long, and 
one fort of Cockles as big as the Stewing Oyfters, they make a rich Broth. The Creatures for 
Profit only by Skin or Fur, and that are natural to thefe parts, are the Wild Cat, Panther, Otter, 
Wolf, Fox, Fijher, Minx, Musk-Rat ; and of the Water, the Whale for Oyl, of which we 
have good ftore, and two Companies of Whalers, whofe Boats are built, will foon begin their 
Work, which hath the appearance of a confiderable Improvement. To fay nothing of our rea- 
fonable Hopes of good Cod in the Bay, 

VIII. We have no want of Horfes, and fome are very good and Ihapely enough; two 
Ships have been freighted to Barbadoes with Horfes and Pipe-Staves, fince my coming in. Here 
is alfo Plenty of Cow-Cattle, and fome Slieep ; the People Plow moftly with Oxen, 

IX. There are divers Plants that not only the Indians tell us, but we have had occafion to 
prove by Swellings, Burnings, Cuts, &c., that they are of great Virtue, fuddenly curing the Pa- 
tient : and for Jfmell, I have obferved feveral, efpecially one, the wild Mirtle \ the other I 
Tcnow not what to call, but are moft fragrant. 

X. The Woods are adorned with lovely Flowers, for colour, greatnefs, figure, and variety : I 
liave feen the Gardens of London beft ftored with that fort of Beauty, but think they may be im- 
proved by our Woods : I have fent a few to a Perfon of Quality this Year for a tryal. 

Thus much of the Country, next of the Natives or Aborigines, XI. The 
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XL The NA TIVES I shall confider in their Perfotis, Language, Manners, Religion and 
Government, with my fence of their OrtgittaL For their Perfom, they are generally tall, ftreight, 
well-built, and of fingular Proportion ; they tread ftrong and clever, and moftly walk with 
a lofty Chin : Of Complexion, Black, but by defign, as the Gypfies in England: They greafe 
themfelves with Bears-fat clarified, and ufmg no defence againft Sun or WeatJier, their skins 
muft needs be fwarthy : Their Eye is little and black, not unlike a ftraight-look't Jeiv : The 
thick Lip SLtid^at Nofe, fo frequent with the Ea/l-Indians and Blacks, are not common to them ; 
for I have feen as comely European-like faces among them of both, as on your fide the Sea ; and 
truly an Italian Complexion hath not much more of the White, and the Nofes of feveral of them 
have as much of the Roman. 

XII. Their Language is lofty, yet narrow, but like the Hebrew ; in Signification full, like 
Short'Iiand in writing ; one word ferveth in the place of three, and the reft are fupplied by the 
Underftanding of the Hearer : Imperfe6l in their Tenfes, wanting in their Moods, Participles, 
Adverbs, ConjunSlions, InterjeSlions : \ have made it my bufinefs to underftand it, that I might 
not want an Interpreter on any occafion : And I muft fay, that I know not a Language fpoken 
in Europe, that hath words of more fweetnefs or greatnefs, in Accent and EmpJtafis, than theirs ; 
for Inftance, ©ctotocion, l^ancoca^, ®|icton, ^{^akamacon, ^oquntm, all of which are 
names of .Places, and have Grandeur in them : Of words of Sweetnefs, atnna, is Mother, 5jJ« 
5(tmuji, a Brother, Jtetap, Friend, uj^jue o|et» very good\ pone, Bread, metjSe, eat, uiattat 
no, Jatta, to have, page, to come ; Jb^pajSjjen, Jpajjjjijon, the Names of Places ; ®amane, 
ibecane, iHenanjie, <ibecatmuji, are the names of Perfons. If one ask them for anything they 
have not, they will anfwer, mattlL ne JattIL, which to tranflate is, not I have, inftead of / Iiave not. 
XIIL Of their Cufioms 2xA Manners there is much to be faid ; I will begin with Children. So 
foon as they are born, they wafh them in Water, and while very young, and in cold Weather 
to chufe, they Plunge them in the Rivers to harden and embolden them. Having wrapt them 
in a Clout, they lay them on a ftraight thin Board, a little more than the length and breadth of 
the Child, and fwadle it faft upon the Board to make it ftraight ; wherefore all Indians have flat 
Heads ; and thus they carry them at their Backs. The Children will go very young, at nine 
Moneths commonly ; they wear only a fmall Clout round their Wafte, till they are big ; if Boys, 
they go a Fifhing till ripe for the Woods, which is about Fifteen ; then they Hunt, and after 
having given fome Proofs of their Manhood, by a good return of Skins, they may Marry, elfe it is 
a shame to think of a Wife. The Girls ftay with their Mothers, and help to hoe the Ground, 
plant Corn and carry Burthens ; and they do well to ufe them to that Young, they muft do when 
they are Old; for the Wives are the true Servants of their Husbands : otherwife the Men are 
very affeftionate to them. 

XIV. When the Young Women are fit for Marriage, they wear fomething upon their Heads 
for an Advertifement, but fo as their Faces are hardly to be feen, but when they pleafe ; The 
Age they Marry at, if Women, is about thirteen and fourteen ; if Men, feventeen and eighteen ; 
they are rarely elder. 

XV. Their Houfes are Mats, or Barks of Trees fet on Poles, in the fafhion of an Englijh Barn, 
but out of the power of the Winds, for they are hardly higher than a Man ; they lie on Reeds 
or Grafs. In Travel they lodge in the Woods about a great Fire, with the Mantle of Duffills they 
.wear by day, wrapt about them, and a few Boughs ftuck round them. 

XVI. Their Diet is Maze, or Indian Corn, divers ways prepared : fometimes Roafled in the 
Afhes, fometimes beaten and Boyled with Water, which they call Homine\ they alfo make 
Cakes, not unpleafant to eat : They have likewife feveral forts of Beans and Peafe that are 
good Nourishment ; and the Woods and Rivers are their Larder. 

XVII. If an European comes to fee them, or calls for Lodging at their Houfe or Wigwam 
they give him the beft place and firft cut. If they come to vifit us, they falute us with an ItaJt 
which is as much as to fay, Good be to you, and fet them down, which is moftly on the Ground 
clofe to their Heels, their Legs upright ; may be they fpeak not a word more, but obferve all 
PafTages : If you give them any thing to eat or drink, well, for they will not ask ; and be it 
little or much, if it be with Kindnefs, they are well pleafed, elfe they go away fullen, but fay 
nothing 

XVni. They ate great Concealers of their own Refentments, brought to it, I believe, by 
the Revenge that hath been praftifed among them ; in either of thefe, they are not exceeded by 
the Italians. A Tragical Inftance fell out fince I came into the Country ; A Khig's Daughter think- 
ing her felf flighted by her Husband, in fuflfering another Woman to lie down between them, 
rofe up, went out, pluck't a Root out of the Ground, and ate it, upon which fhe immediately 
dyed ; and for which, laft Week he made an Offering to her Kindred for Attonemejtt and liberty 
of Marriage ; as two others did to the Kindred of their Wives, that dyed a natural Death : For 

B till 
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till Widdowers have done fo, they muft not marry again. Some of ^<t young Women are faid tO' 
take undue liberty before Marriage for a Portion ; but when marryed^ chafte ; when with Child, 
they know their Husbands no more, till delivered ; and during their Moneth, they touch no 
Meaty they eat, but with a Sticky leaft they should defile it ; nor do their Husbands frequent 
them, till that time be expired. 

XIX. But in Liberality they excell, nothing is too good for their friend ; give them a fine 
Gun, Coaty or other thing, it may pafs twenty /mftds, before it fticks ; light of Heart, ftrong Af- 
feftions, but foon fpent ; the moft merry Creatures that live, Fea/i and Dance perpetually ; they 
never have much, nor want much : Wealth circulateth like the Bloody all parts partake ; and 
though none shall want what another hath, yet exaft Obfervers of Property. Some Kings have 
fold, others prefented me with feveral parcels of Land] the Pay or Prefents I made them, were 
not hoarded by the particular Owners, but the neighbouring Kings and their Clans being prefent 
when the Goods were brought out, the Parties chiefly concerned confulted, what and to whom 
they Ihould give them ? To every King then, by the hands of a Perfon for that work appointed,, 
is a proportion fent, fo forted and folded, and with that Gravity^ that is admirable. Then that 
King fub-divideth it in like manner among his Dependents, they hardly leaving themfelves aa 
Equal Piare with one of their Subjects : and be it on fuch occafions, at FeJlivalSy or at their common 
MealSy the Kings diftribute, and to themfelves laft. They care for littlcy becaufe they want but 
little ; and the Reafonis, a little contents them : In this they are fufBciently revenged on us ; 
if they are ignorant of our PleafureSy they are alfo free from our Pains, They are not difquiet- 
ed with Bills of Lading and Exchange, nor perplexed with Chancery-Suits and Excfuquer-Reckon- 
ings. We fweat and toil to live ; their pleafure feeds them, I mean, their Hunting, Fijhing and 
Fowlingy and this Table is fpread everywhere ; they eat twice a day^ Morning and Evening ; their 
Seats and Table are the Ground, Since the European came into thefe parts, they are grown great 
lovers oifirong Liquors , Rum efpecially, and for it exchange the richeft of their Skins and Furs: 
If they are heated with Liquors ^ they are reftlefs till they have enough to fieep ; that is their cry. 
Some more, a?idl will go tojleep ; but when Drunk, one of the mofi wretchedfi Speilacles in the world. 

XX. In Sicknefs impatient to be cured, and for it give any thing, efpecially for their Children^ 
to whom they are extreamly natural ; they drink at thofe times a Teran or Decoftion of fome 
Roots in fpring Water ; and if they eat any fiejhy it muft be of the Female of any Creature ; If 
they dye, they bury them with their Apparel, be they Men or Women, and the neareft of Kin 
fling in fomething precious with them, as a token of their Love : Their Mourning is blacking of 
i}!x€\x faces, which they continue for a year ; They are choice of the Graves of their Dead\ for 
leaft they fliould be loft by time, and fall to common ufe, Maty pick off the Grafs that grows upon 
them, and heap up the fallen Earth with great care and exaftnefs. 

XXI. Thefe poor People are under a dark Night in things relating to Religion, to be fure, the 
Tradition of it ; yet they believe a God and Immortality, without the help of Metaphyficks ; for 
they fay, There is a great King that made them, who dwells in a glorious Country to the Southward 
of them, and tluit the Souls of the good fhall go thit/ier, where they fhall live again. Their Worfhip 
confifts of two parts, Sacrifice and Cantico, Their Sacrifice is tYitirfirfi Fruits ; the firft and fattefl: 
Buck they kill, goeth to the ^f^, where he is all burnt with a Mournful Ditty oi him that perform- 
eth the Ceremony, but with fuch marvellous Fervency and Labour of Body, that he will cwtn fweat 
to a foam. The other part is their Cantico, performed by voyxnA-Dances, fometimes Words. 
fometimes Songs, then Shouts, two being in the middle that begin, and by Singing and Drum- 
ming on a Board direft the Chorus : Their Poftures in the Dance are very Antick and differing, 
but all keep meajure. This is done with equal Earneftnefs and Labour, but great appearance of 
Joy, In the Fall, when the Corn cometh in, they begin to feafl one another ; there have been 
two great FefHvals already, to which all come that will : I was at one my felf ; their Entertain- 
ment was z. green Seat by a Spring, under fome (hady Trees, and twenty Bucks, with hot Cakes of 
new Com, both Wheat and Beans, which they make up in a fquare form, in the leaves of the Stem, 
and bake them in the Aflies : And after that they fell to Dance, But they that go, muft carry 
afmall Prefent in tlteir Money, it may \y^ fix Pence, which is made of the Bone of 3,FiJh ; the bldcJk 
is with them as Gold, the white. Silver ; they call it all Wampum, 

XXII. Their Government is by Ki7zgs, which they call Sachema, and thofe by Succejfion, but 
always of the Mothers fide ; for Inftance, the Children of him that is now King, will not fucceed, 
but his Brother by the Mot/ter, or the Children of his Sifler, whofe Sons (and after them the 
Children of her Daughters) will reign ; for no Woman inherits \ the Reafon they render for this 
way oi Defcent, is, that their Iffue may not hefpurious, 

XXIII. Every King hath his Council, and that confifts of all the Old zxid Wife men of his Nation, 
which perhaps is two hundred People: nothing of Moment is undertaken, be it War, Peace, Sel- 
ling of Land or Traffick, without advifing with them ; and which \s more, with the Young Men 

too. 
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too. 'Tis admirable to confider, how Powerful the Kings are, and yet how they move by the 
£reath of their People, I have had occafion to be in Council with them upon Treaties for Landy 
and to adjuft the terms of Trade \ their Order is thus : The King fits in the middle of an half 
Moon, and hath his Council^ the Old and Wife on each hand ; behind them, or at a little 
•diftance, fit the younger Fry^ in the fame figure. Having confulted and refolved their bufinefs, 
the King ordered one of them to fpeak to me ; he flood up, came to me, and in the Name of his 
King faluted me, then took me by the hand, and told me, That Jte was ordered by his King to speak to 
me^ and that now it was not he, but the King that /poke, becaufe wliat hejhouldfay, was the King's inifui. 
He firft pray'd me. To excufe them t/uzt they /lad not comply ed with me the lajl time ; he feared, tJiere 
might befome fault in the Interpreter, being neit/ter Indian nor Englifli ; bejides, it was the Indian 
Cuflom to deliberate, afui take up much time in Council, before they refolve\ and that if the Young 
People and Owners of the Land had been as ready as Jte, I had not met withfo much delay. Having 
thus introduced his matter, he fell to the Bounds of the Land they had agreed to difpofe of, and 
the Price, (which now is little and dear, that which would have bought twenty Miles, not buying 
now two^ During the time that this Perfon fpoke, not a man of them was obferved to whifper or 
Jmile ; the Old, Grave, the Young, Reverend in their Deportment ; they do fpeak little, but fervently, 
and with Elegancy : I have never feen more natural Sagacity, confidering them without the 
help, (I was agoing to fay, the;]fpoil) of Traditioft ; and he will deferve the Name of Wife, that 
Out-wits them in any Treaty about a thing they underfland. When the Purchafe was agreed, 
great Promifes pafl between us of Kiftdnefs and good Neighbourhood, and that tlie Indians and 
Englifh mufi live in Love, as long as the Sun gave light. Which done, another made a Speech to 
the Indians, in the Name of all the Sachamakers or Kings, firfl to tell them what was done ; next, 
to charge and command them. To Love the Chriftians, and particularly live in Peace with me, and 
the People mider my Government : That many Goi^eifnours Itad been in the River, but that no Governour 
Jtad come himfelf to live and ftay here before) afidhaving now fuch a one tliat had treated them well, they 
ftiould never do him or his any ttrong. At every fentence of which they fhouted, and faid. Amen, 
in their way. 

XXIV. The Jufiice they have is Pecuniary : In cafe of any Wrong or evil Fall, be it Murther 
it felf, they Attone by Feafts and Prefents of their Wampon, which is proportioned to the quality 
of the Offence or Perfon injured, or of the Sex they are of: for in cafe they kill a Woman, they 
pay double, and the Reafon they render, is, Thatfhe breedeth Children, which Men cannot do, 'Tis 
rare that they fall out, if Sober ; and if Drunk, they forgive it, faying, // wc^ the Drink, and 
^not the Man, that abufed tliem, 

XXV. We have agreed, that in all Differences between us, Six of each fide shall end the matter: 
Don't abufe them, but let them have Jufiice, and you win them : The worfl is, that they are the 
worfe for the Chriftians, who have propagated their Vices, arid yielded them Tradition for ///, and 
not for good things. But as low an Ebb as they are at, and as glorious as their Condition looks, the 
Chriflians have not out4iv'd their Jight with all their Pretenjions to an higher Manifeflation : What 

good then might not a good People graft, where there is fo difiinSl a Knowledge left between Good 
and Evil? I befeech God to incline the Hearts of all that come into thefe parts, to out-live the 
Knowledge of the Natives, by ^.fixt Obedience to their greater Knowledge of the Will of God ; for 
it were miferable indeed for us to fall under the juft cenfure of the poor Indian Coftfcience, while 
ive make profeflTion of things fo far tranfcending, 

XXVI. For their Original, I am ready to believe them of the yewi/h Race, I mean, of the ftock of 
the Ten Tribes, and that for the following Reafons ; firfl, They were to go to a Land not planted or 
known, which to be fure Afia and Africa were, if not Europe ; and he that intended that extra- 
ordinary Judgment upon them, might make the Paffage not uneafie to them, as it is not impof- 
fible in it felf, from the Eafter-moft parts oi Afia, to the Wefler-mofl ol America, In the next 
place, I find them of like Countenance, and their Children of fo lively Refemblance, that a man 
would think himfelf in Dukes-place or Berry-fireet in London, when he feeth them. But this is 
not all, they agree in Rites, they reckon by Moons \ they offer thtirjirft Fruits, they have a kind 
of Feajl of Tabernacles ; they are faid to Idiy their Altar upon twelve Stones ; their Mourning a year, 
Cufionis of Women, with many things that do not now occur. 

So much for the Natives, next the Old Planters will be confidered in this Relation, before I 
come to our Colony, and the Concerns of it. 

XXVI I. Thtfirfi Planters in thefe parts were the Dutch^^nd foon after them the Sweeds and 
"Finns, The Dutch applied themfelves to Traffick, the Sweeds and Finns to Husbandry. There 
were fome Difputes between them fome years, the Dutch looking upon them as Intruders upon 
their Purchafe and PoffefTion, which was finally ended in the Surrender madp^ by John Rizeing, 
the Sweeds Governour, to Peter Styrefant, Governour for the States oi Holland, Anno 1655. 

XXVIII. The Dtitch inhabit moflly thofe parts of the Province, that lie upon or near to the 
Bay, and the Sweeds the Freflies of the River Delaivare, There is no need of giving any De- 

fcription 
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fcription of them, who are better known there then here ; but they are a plain, ftrong, indujlrious 
People, yet have made no great progrefs in Culture or propagation oi fruit-Trees, as if they defired 
rather to have enough, than Plenty or Traffick. But I prefume, the Indians made them the more 
carelefs, by fumilhing them with the means of Profit, to wit, Skins and Furs, for Runt, and 
fuch firong Liquors, They kindly received me, as well as the Engli/h, who were few, before 
the People concerned with me came among them ; I muft needs commend their RefpeSl to Au- 
tJiority, and kind Be/taviour to the Englijh ; they do not degenerate from the Old friendfliip between 
both Kingdoms. As they are People /r^^ and ftrong of Body, fo they havey?;^^ Childreti, and al- 
moft every houfe full ; rare to find one of them without three or four Boys, and as many Girls ; 
fome fix, feven and ei^ht Sons : And I muft do them that right, I fee few Young ^tnen mort fober 
and laborious, 

XXIX. The Dutch have a Meeting-place for Religious Worfhip at New-Caftle, and the 
Sweedes, three, one at ChrifHna, one at Teneaim, and one at Wicoco, within half a Mile of this 
Town. 

XXX. There refts, that I fpeak of the Condition we are in, and what Settlement we have 
made, in which I will be as fhort as I can ; for I fear, and not without reafon, that I have tryed 
your Patience with this long Story. The Country lieth bounded on the Eaft, by the River and 
Bay of Delaware, and Ea/iern Sea ; it hath the Advantage of many Creeks or Rivers rather, that 
run into the main River or Bay ; fome Navigable for great Ships, fome for fmall Craft : Thofe 
of moft Eminency are ChrifHna, Brandywine, Skilpot and Skulkill; any one of which have room 
to lay up the Royal Navy of England, there being from four to eight Fathom Water. 

XXXI. The leffer Creeks or Rivers, yet convenient for Sloops and Ketches of good Burthen, 
are Lewis, Mefpilion, Cedar, Dover, Cranhrook, Feverfhan, and Georges below, and Chiche/ier^ 
Chefier, Toacawny, Pemmapecka, Portqueffin, Nefhimenck and Pennberry in the Frefhes ; many 
leffer that admit Boats and Shallops. Our People are moftly fettled upon the upper Rivers, 
which are pleafant and fweet, and generally bounded with good Land. The Planted part of 
the Province and Territories is caft into fix Counties, Philadelphia, Buckingham, Chefier, Neiv^ 
caftle, Kent and Sujfex, containing about Four Thoufand Souls, Two General Afjemblies have 
been held, and with fuch Concord and Difpatch, that they fate but three Weeks, and at \tz.?Lfeventy 
Laws were paft without one Diffent in any material thing. But of this more hereafter, being 
yet Raw and New in our Geer : However, I cannot forget their fingular Refpefl to me in this 
Infancy of things, who by their own private Expetices fo early confider'd Mine for the Publicky 
as to prefent me with an Impoft upon certain Goods Imported and Exported : Which after my 
Acknowledgements of their Affeftion, I did as freely Remit to the Province and the Traders 
to it. And for the well Government of the faid Counties, Courts of Jufiice are eftablifht in 
every County, with proper Officers, as Juftices, Sheriffs, Clarks, Conflables, &c., which Courts 
are held every two Moneths : But to prevent Law-Suits, there are three Peace-makers chofen by 
every County-Court, in the nature of common Arbitrators, to hear and end Differences betwixt 
man and man ; and Spring and Fall there is an Orphan's Court in each County, to infpeft and 
regulate the Affairs of Orphans and Widdows, 

XXXII. Philadelphia, the Expeflation of thofe that are concerned in this Province, is at laft 
laid out to the great Content of thofe here, that are any wayes Interefted therein : The Scitu- 
ation is a Neck of Land, and lieth between two Navigable Rivers, Delaware and Skulkill, where-- 
by it hath two Fronts upon the Water, each a Mile, and two from River to River. Delaware 
is a glorious River, but tiie Skulkill being an hundred Miles Boatable above the Falls, and its 
Courfe North'Eaft toward the Fountain of Sufquahannah (that tends to the Heart of the Pro- 
vince, and both fides our own) it is like to be a great part of the Settlement of this Age. I 
fay little of the Town it felf, becaufe a P LA T-FO RM will be fhewn you by my Agent, 
in which thofe who are Purchafers of me, will find their Nanus and Interefts: But this 
I will fay for the good Providence of God, that of all the many Places I have feen in the World,. 
I remember not one better feated; fo that it feems to me to have been appointed for 
a Town, whether we regard the Rivers, or the conveniency of the Coves, Docks, Springs, the 
loftinefs and foundnefs of the Land and the Air, held by the People of thefe parts to be very 
good. It is advanced within lefs than a Year to about four Score Honfes and Cottages, fuch as 
they are, where Merchants and Handicrafts, are following their Vocations as faft as they can,, 
while the Country-men are clofe at their Farms: Some of them got a little Winter-Corn in the 
Ground laft Seafon, and the generality have had a handfom Summer-Crop, and are preparing 
for their Winter-Corn. They reaped their Barley this Year in the Moneth called May ; the 
Wheat in the Moneth following ; fo that there is time in thefe parts for another Crop of divers 
Things before the- WinterSeafon, We are daily in hopes of Shipping to add to our Number ; 
for bleffed be God, here is both Room and Accommodation for them ; the Stories of our Neceffity 

being 
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being either the Fear of our Friends^ or the Scare-Crows of our Enemies ; for the greateft hard- 
Ihip we have fuffered, hath been Salt-Meat^ which by Fowl in Winter^ and Fijh in Summer^ toge- 
ther with fome Poultery^ Lamb^ Mutton^ Veal^ and plenty of Venifon the bed part of the year, 
hath been made very paffable. I blefs God, I am fully fatisfied with the Country and Entertain- 
ment I can get in it ; for I find that particular Content which hath alwayes attended me, where 
God in his Providence hath made it my place and fervice to refide. You cannot imagin, my 
Station can be at prefent free of more tiian ordinary bu/ine/s, and as fuch, I may fay, // is a trou- 
blefom Work ; but the Method things are putting in, will facilitate the Charge, and give an eafier 
Motion to the Adminijlration of Affairs, However, as it is fome mens Duty to plow, fome to 
fow, fome to water , and fome to reap ; fo it is the Wifdom as well as Duty of a man, to yield to 
the mind of Providence, and- chearfuUy, as well as carefully imbrace and follow the Guidance 
of it. 

XXXI 1 1. For your particular Concern, I might entirely refer you to the Letters of the 
Prefident of the Society ; but this I will venture to fay. Your Provincial Settlements both within & 
without the Town, for Scituation and Soil, are without Exception : Your City-Lot is an whole 
Street, and one fide of a Street, from River to River, containing near one hundred Acers, not eafily 
valued, which is befides yoyirfour hundred Acers in the City Liberties, part of your twenty thoufand 
Acers in the Countery. Your Tannery hath fuch plenty of Bark, Hi^ Saw-Mill for Timber, the place 
of the Glafs-houfe fo conveniently polled for Water-carriage, the City-Lot for a Dock, and the 
Whalery for a found and fruitful Bank, and the Town Lewis by it to help your People, that 
by Gods blefling the Affairs of the Society will naturally grow in their Reputation and Profit. 
I am fure I have not turned my back upon any Offer that tended to its Profperity ; and though 
I am ill at Projefts, I have fometimes put in for a Share with her Officers, to countenance and 
advance her Intereft You are already informed what is fit for you further to do, whatfoever 
tends to the Promotion of Wine, and to the Manufafture of Linnen in thefe parts, I cannot but 
wifh you to promote it ; and the French People are mofl likely in both refpedls to anfwer that 
defign : To that end, I would advife you to fend for fome Thoufands of Plants out of France, 
with fome able Vinerons, and People of the other Vocation : But becaufe I believe you 
have been entertained with this and fome other profitable Subjects by your Prefident, I Ihall 
add no more, but to affure you, that I am heartily inclined to advance your juft Intereft, and 
that you will always find me

THe City of Philadelphia^ now extends in Length, from River to River, two Miles, and in 
Breadth near a Mile ; and the Governour, as a further manifeilation of his Kindnefs to the 
Purchafers, hath freely given them their refpeflive Lots in the City, without defalcation of any 
their Quantities of purchafed Lands ; and as its now placed and modelled between two Na- 
vigable Rivers upon a Neck of Land, and that Ships may ride in good Anchorage, in fix or 
eight Fathom Water in both Rivers, clofe to the City, and the Land of the City level, dry 
and wholfom : fuch a Sdtuatiofi is fcarce to be parallels. 

The Model of the City appears by a fmall Draught now made, and may hereafter, when 
time permits, be augmented ; and becaufe there is not room to exprefs the Purchafers Names in 
the Draught, I have therefore drawn Direilions of Reference, by way of Numbers, whereby may 
be known each mans Lot and Place in the City. 

The City is fo ordered now, by the Governour^s Care and Prudence, that it hath a Front to 
each River, one half at Delaware, the other at Skulkill ; and though all this cannot make way 
for fmall Purchafers to be in the Fronts, yet they are placed in the next Streets, contigfuous to 
each Front, viz, all Purchafers of One Thou/and Acres, and upwards, have the Fronts, (and

In each Number in the Draught, in the Fronts and High-ftreet, are placed the Purchafers 
of One Thoufand Acres, and upwards, to make up five Thoufand Acres Lot, both in the faid 
Fronts and High-fireet) and the Numbers direft to each Lot, and where in the City ; fo that 
thereby they may know where their Concerns are therein. 

The Front Lots begin at the South-ends of the Fronts, by the Numbers, and fo reach to the 
North-ends, and end at Number 43. 
The High'ftreet Lots begin towards the Fronts, at Number 44, and fo reach to the Center. 
The leffer Purchafers begin at Number i. in the fecond Streets, and fo proceed by the Num- 
bers, as in the Draught ; the biggeft of them being firft placed, neareft to the Fronts.

the 3d Moneth^ 1692. 

THe great and main end of publiftiing the promulgated Bills fo long before 
your Convention, being (as we are fenfible) in order to our Perufal, 
that we may thereupon have a full Opportunity of Conferring with and 
Communicating our Minds freely to you (our Deputies or Delegates 
(of whom we have made Choice, for the Prefervation of our Liberties and 
Properties) touching our Approbation or Diflike of any or all the faid 
Bills. And becaufe of the Difficulty to procure, as well as many Inconve- 
niences that attend a Tranfient Difcourfe or Verbal Conference, we have made 
choice of communicating our Sence and Mind to you by this way and 
manner, hoping we Ihall not need to doubt, but you will readily endeavour 
to gratifie the honeft: Defires, and anfwer the juft Requefts of thofe, whofe 
Choice you are, by whofe Power you Aft, and with whofe Liberties you 
are Intrufled. 

The Thing therefore, touching which we at prefent give you the trouble 
of thefe Lines, is a certain Bill, promulgated for the Affeffing and Leavying 
One Penny per Pound out of the fuppofed Value of every Mans Eftate, 
either Real or Perfonal, and Two Shillings per Head for thofe not otherwife 
Rated ; which Great TAX, as it will doubtlefs amount to a great Sum 
of Money, for which we know no prefent Neceffity, neither is there any 
particularly alledged in the faid Bill ; fo the deep Impreffion it will make in our 
Eftates, much of which (as to divers of us) lies dead in Lands, of little value or 
profit at prefent, tho* liable to be highly Rated at the Wills and Pleafures of the 

Promulgators 
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Promulgators themfelves (and others alfo, who are Traders in Merchandize, being- 
liable to confiderable Loffes, by reafon of the great Rifco's and Hazards of thefe 
Perillous Times (as fome have deeply felt) befides the many other ill Confequences 
thereof, as the ill Foundation it layes for a fucceeding Governor, of which you 
are not infenfible) is very grievous, and greatly difcouraging to us ; and as it 
may almoft Ruin many at prefent, who having little befides Land, whereon 
they can fcarcely get their Maintenance, and being highly Taxed, may have neither 
Corn nor Money to defray the fame, as well as thofe others among us, who 
are uncertain whether tv*e have really any thing of our own, or not; fo will 
you find, that if you once Confirm the faid Bill, it will be very Prejudicial 
and Detremental to the Free-men (who are the Kings Subjefts) both of this 
Province and Counties annexed, in time to come ; for the thing once paft, will 
not eafily be Recalled ; Befides alfo, you will find it, (as well as our felves) 
of dangerous Confequence, and an ill Prefident for the future, for as the 
People grow in Wealth, and Governours in Power, fo fhall the Tax be laid 
Heavier. 



And 2dly. If it be fo heavy, and grievous, when there is no Neceflity 
therefore, (as we^ are fenfible of at prefent) what may we expeft will come 
on us, when there is any Colour or Pretence of a Neceflity indeed ? And 
though the annexed Counties may fuppofe they fhall not touch this heavy and 
grievous Burthen with one of their Fingers, let them aflure themfelves, that if ever 
they and we be again as formerly, they will Unavoidably tafte of the fame bitter 
Cup. 



Confider thefe things, we defire you, as the Agrievance of the Free- men, bjr 
Virtue of whofe Love, Truft and Confidence, you are what you are at this 
Time; neither Argue nor Difpute, for Arguments fake, againft the Validity of 
the Arguments herein ufed, but let them find that Entertainment and Regard 
with you, as becornes true and faithful Truftees, who intend to anfwer the 
end of their Eleflion and Eleflors, by keeping their Country free from Bondage 
and Slavery, and avoiding fuch 111 Methods as may render Themfelves and 
Pofterity liable thereto ; for, in fhort, as we faid before, we are not fenfible 
of any prefent ' Neceflity for raifing Money on this account, efpecially fince 
(if our Neighbouring Counties be in our Condition), the Province is more 
Indebted already than they are eafily capable of paying, both for Quit-Rents, 
and upon other Publick Accounts, and much more is Needful, in order to- 
Publick Buildings, as Prifon, Market and Court-Houfes, with other Publick 
Things, unavoidably Requifite, to defraying which Charge, we underftand not 
the prefent Tax to be any wayes intended ; And fince you well know^ 
how little a Time Things have been on the Foot they now are, how long^ 
will be their Continuance on the fame, is Uncertain (although we may well 
conclude of no very long Continuance, from the Deputy Governours own word^^ 
which divers of us heard him exprefs at the Publication of his Commiflion^ 
\That he Hop'd it would not be Long] which [Hope] doubtlefs he had fome 
juft ground for) and feeing nothing is more Certain, than that no great 
Charges can have accrew'd in this little Minute of Time, therefore be Wary^ 
and Cautious ; Remember, an ill Foundation is more than half a degree of 
to an ill Structure : And think not amifs, becaufe we are plain with you, 

or that

or that it confifts not ivith your Dignity or Honour to regard the Will and Mind 
of thofe who have, through great Confidence in your Wifdom and Integrity, 
entrufted their Lives, Liberties and Eftates in your Hands, efpecially fince they 
prefume no farther than becomes honeft Free-men, fpeaking only what Neceflity, 
and the Care of their Pofterity compells them to, and That, which being 
longer delayed, might come too late, and be faid in vain ; which we once more 
hope you will well confider, and anfwer our Expeflations accordingly, by Refufmg the 
Faffing of the aforesaid Bill.
